London. — Willidm Hohénzollern, 
the former German entpéror, will be 
brought to England in a British ship 
and iniprisoned in the Tower of Lon- 
don, according to the Daily Mail. 

The death penalty wilk not b¢ 
sought, the newspaper points out, but 
if he is found guilty, the allies will 
ask his banishment for life to a re- 
mote island, following the precedent 
of Napoleon's exile on St. Helena. 

The international trial ‘court had 
intended to try the former, emperor 
alone, the Dailf Mail says, but it is 
possible’that the former crown prince 
Frederick, will/ also be arraigned be- 
fore it. 

The note to Holland requesting the 
extradition of the former German em- 
peror, it is understood, will be signed 
by twenty-two or twenty-three of the 
powers, 

The former German emperor’s 
guards at Amerongen have been ins 
creased, according. to the Daily Mail 
correspondent, and his staff has been 
reduced.

Food Riots In Italy - 


Protests at Price of Food of Serious 
Nature 


against the high cost of living, the 
people, excited by inflammatory spee- 
ches, attacked, sacked and destroyed 
many shops which refused to sell 
commodities at lower prices. Soon 
the fury of the mob made no distinc- 
tion and had no limits. All the prin- 
cipal shops were plundered and the 
mobs controlled the entire city. They 
took possession of lorries and trans- 
ported all kinds of goods and food 
supplies from the pillaged shops to the 
chamber of labor. 

On the walls of the chamber they 
wrote: “These goods are at the dis- 
posal of the people.’> 

The situation grew worse during 
the day, assuming a _ revolutionary 
character, and the mob continued to 
loot and destroy all kinds of property. 
The food riots here, however, differ 
fundamentally from those at Spezia 
early in June, At Spezia the rioters 
looted for their own advantage, while 
at Forli most of the wheat taken from 
the shops was transferred to the care 
of the municipality or the chamber of 
labor to be distributed to the people 
or sold at low prices. 

The value of the goods stored by 
the municipality was estimated at 
8,000,000 lire. The owners of those 
shops which escaped sacking beought 
their keys to the municipality, which 
is composed of socialists and republi- 
cans, and they ordered that the shops 
be reopened and the goods sold for 
half price under the supervision of 
representatives of the demonstrating 
masses. 

Despite this apparent return to 
order in the riotous moment, the 
losses are enormous owing to the de- 
struction of shop fittings and commo- 
dities which could not be easily 
transported, such as gasoline, which 
was cstd in great quantities, 


Peace River Coal 
Leases Cancelled 


Smoky River Leases Were Subject of 
Investigation By Senate 
Committee 

Ottawa.—As a result of the investi- 
gation by the select committee of the 
senate appointed séveral days ago to 
enquire into the question of certain 
valuable coal leases in the Smoky 
River, district of the Alberta Peace 
river, some 200 miles north of Ed- 
monton, leases have been cancelled by 
orders of Hon, Arthur Meighen, min- 
ister of the interior, As a conse- 
quence the application for the right 
to build a railway to be known as the 
Athabasca, Grande Prairie and Ver- 
milion railway will go no further than 
its present stage. 

Officials of the geological survey 
branch have testified before the sen- 
ate committee that the coal area in 
question is probably the richest in 
Canada, and that if developed and 
connected with the main lines to the 
south it would be able to supply the 
whole of the west with a coal almost 
equal in quality to the Pennsylvania 
anthracite, .

Reign Of Terror In Russia 


Women and Children Are Slain By 
the Bolshevik 


New York,—A graphic story of a 
reign of terror in Bolshevik Russia 
is recited by John A. Embury, United 
States consul at Omsk, the seat of the 
Kolchak government, who has arrived 
here on a leave of absenee, Mr. Em- 
bry declared no language could ade- 
quatcly picture the scenes of murder, 
violation of women, arson and theft 
which he had seen personally or had 
described to him by credible eye-wit- 
nesses, 

Mr, Embry backed his story, par- 
ticularly that of the ravage of the 
city of Ufa, by photographs, many 
of which he declared he had taken 
himself, and which record appalling 
instances of wholesale butchery of 
women and children. 

Mr. Embry said he had visited Ufa 
immediately after the Bolshevik with- 
drew before Kolchak’s forces. He 
learned from survivors of Bolshevik 
occupation, he said, that the Bol- 
shevik soldiers had looted the entire 
city and then organized a “govern? 


ment” consisting of committees. One 
of these committees, he said, was 
called the extraordinary committee 
on executions. 
This committee, he declared, had 


all members of the city government 
rounded up, and ordered yirtually 
all of them shot. The head of the 
committee, he said, had _ personally 
executed the president of the coun- 
cil, who was brought before him on 
a stretcher. 

A few days after his arival in 
Ufa, Mr. Embry said he followed a 
crowd of residents into a nearby 
wood, where they came upon scores 
of bodies of women and children, 
disclosed by the melting snow, who 
had been driven into the woods and 
brutally slain. He exhibited a photo- 


graph showing twenty of® these vic-} 


tims, fhe bodies of many mangled al- 
most’ past recognition. About 200 
bodies were found in the woods, he 
said. Pupils at the Ufa high school, 
he said, had been lined up and ques- 
tioned as to their sympathies, and 
all who did not profess sympathy 
for the Bolsheviki were shot or put to 
work of the most degrading charac- 
ter, 

At Ossa, a city of about 30,000, 
Mr, Embry declared 2,000 bodies were 
found on the outskirts when the 
snow melted, He displayed photo- 
graphs of some of these victims 
taken by Col. Teusler of the American 
Red Cross.

London.—Rt. Hon. David Lloyd 
George, the premier, had a good re- 
ception from all sections of the House 
of Commons. His speech was largely 
impromptu and discursive, He told 
of the peace conference’s efforts to 
prevent wars in the future, and re- 
viewed some of the striking restric- 
tions put upon Germany in the treaty 
signed at Versailles. 

Discussing the determination of the 
allied and associated powers to place 
on trial William *Hohenzollern, the 
former German emperor, as the man 


chiefly responsible for the war, he 
declared that if such a course had 
been followed after ther wars 


“there would have been fewer wars.” 
It was the intention to make such 
an example of, Germany as to dis- 
courage others from “ever again at- 
tempting to repeat this infamy.” 

There was a_ significant passage 
when the premier first mentioned the 
league of nations. Many of the mem- 
bers cheered, but seemingly nearly an 
equal number burst into laughter, “I 
beg of you to try it. I beg of you 
to take it seriously,” the premier pro- 
tested. Proceeding, he declared: “If 
the world could be saved from the} 
horrors of war, it would be a great} 
achievement.” 

One member shouted, “Nobody 
wants it.” 

The premier paid special tribute to} 
the work of the British expert ad- 
visers, which, he said, had been the! 
jobject of the admiration of the na- 
tions at the conference, and ended 
with an appeal for the victory loan, 
with one of his typical dashes: “Don’t 
demobilize the spirit of patriotism.” 


Speaking of the territorial terms of 
the treaty, he said the territory taken 
from Germany was a matter of res-| 
toration. It was restoration of Alsace | 
Lorraine, he said, taken forcibly the

Budapest.—“The allied policy to- 
ward Hungary should be one of non- 
interference in our internal affairs, 
and the allies also should raise the 
blockade,” Bela Kun, foreign minister 
of the present Hungarian government, 
told the Associated Press correspon- 
dent, in discussing assertions that 
Hungary had been interfering with 
the affairs of the Austrian republic.

. By Chemical Test 


Found to Be Much the Hithest in 
Fat 

In a report issued from the cher 
istry department of the Manitoba 
Agricultural College, corn, Sudan 
grass, millet, alfalfa, cereals, rape, and 
buckwheat are compared as to their 
feeding values. The analysis turns 
out very favorably to alfalfa, which in 
its natural state is found to be about 
double its closest competitor among 
the cereals in protein, 50 per cent. 
higher than Sudan grass in carbo-hy- 
drates, and much the highest in fat. 
On account of the stems the ash con- 
tent is fairly high, however. Sudan 
grass is*medium high in protein, very 
high in heat-forming elements (it 
should be especially valuable here in 
winter feeding), and contains nearly 
1% per cent. of fat. Cereals and peas, 
and corn stand about third in the list 
in feeding value. The high succu- 
lence of corn is of especial value in 
feeding dairy animals,

The Coming Of Peace - 


The 28th day of June will stand for 
all time as-One of the most memor- 
able dates in the calendar, and as-one 
of the most important onniversarics 
for future generations to celebrate, 
for it was on this date in the year of 
grace, 1919, that the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles was signed, thus officially end- 
ing the Great War which began in 


1914. 
By a strange coincidence, it was on 
June 28, 1914, that the Archduke 


i Franz Ferdinand, heir to the throne 
of Austria-Hungary, was murdered at 


Sarajevo. It was this tragedy that 


was assigned as the reason for Aus-} 


tria declaring war on Serbia, and 
thereby precipitating the terrible con- 
flict which shook the world to its very 
foundations. The signing of the peace 
treaty on June 28, five ycars later, 
was not by pre-arrangement, the date 
having been postponed from time to 
time in order to 
"tions, and finally to enable Germany 
to secure the consent of some of her 
leading men to assume the responsi- 
bility of affixing their signatures to 
the document. i 

It is not necessary at this time to 
recall the detailed terms of the peace} 
treaty which Germany, after many 
declarations that she would never 
sign, finally bowed to the inevitable 
and signed unconditioally. Suffice it} 
to say, that it is probably the most 
humiliating admission of defeat, and 
the acceptance of the most abject} 
terms-of punishment that any great} 
nation in all the world’s history ever} 
signed. Yet Germany had to sign. | 
The only alternatives were anarchy} 
at home, and the ultimate occupation) 
of the whole country by the armies} 
of the allies. 

It is a stern peace, but a just peace.| 
It had to be stern in order to be just. | 
Even so, it is undoubtedly a more} 
merciful peace for Germany . than} 
Prussian militarism would have en-| 
forced on the allies had Germany 
proved victorious in the war. This! 
fact is proven by the statements of} 


leading German statesmen and semi-) 
official newspapers made in the days! 
when victory for Germany appeared 
to be not at all improbable. 

The great work of world recon- 
struction has now to be undertaken. 
It will call for the patience, wisdom 
and energy of the statesmen and peo- 
ple of all nations in order that it may) 
be successfully accomplished. The} 
problems confronting the world om a} 
return to peace are quite as great as 
the problems which arose in the pro-| 
secution of the war; in fact, the peace| 
problems are more complex and will) 
be found even more difficult of solu-; 
tion. They cannot be solved in a 
year, or in several years, but for long 
years, even gencrations to come, the} 
nations will find it necessary to deal 
with acute questions which had their! 
origin in the Great War. 

The allies wiil for a long time to 
come have to remain prepared and

Germany, al- 
though defeated and accepting the 
terms imposed upon her, is far from 
repentant. There has been no regen- 
eration in Germany. At heart the 
people are still arrogant and defiant, 
but for the time being impotent and 
helpless. The spirit of Germany has 
not changed, and although it may now 
style itself a republic and not an em- 
pire, there is lacking any real evidence 
of the sincere acceptance of demo- 
cratic institutions, 

Throughout the war Germany prov- 
ed to be a treacherous and barbarious 
foe. She treated her solemn treaty 
obligations as “scraps of paper.”~ On 
the eve of the signing of the peace 
treaty she gave ‘further evidence of 
the fact that she has not reformed in 
this respect. The sinking of the sur- 
rendered German flect at Scapa Flow 
was a characteristic piece of German 
treachery and a violation of the laws 
of war. By the terms of the armis- 
tice Germany was required to surren- 
dec her fleet. She accepted those 
terms. The ficet was interned at 
Scapa Flow. Then on the eve of the 
signing of peace the Germans scut- 
tled the ships, destroying property 
which did not belong to them, 

By this act the German navy add- 
ed the crowning infamy to its his- 
tory. Its record all through has been 
one of villainy. It skulked in its har- 
jbors and made war by submarine as- 
sassination; it surrendered without a 
fight; and after the surrender it 
treacherously destroyed the surren- 
dered property. This act, without a 
parallel in the history of the world, 
imposes on the allies the necessity of 
keeping a close eye on Germany in 
the years to come to ensure that she 
lives up to the terms of the peace 
treaty she has now signed.

You Cannot Make Mercury Contract 
By Fanning Thermometer

tion, and the motion of the air does 
not change its temperature. Wind, 
coming in contact with the human 
body, produces a 
ness, not because it is colder than 
the air at rest, but because its rapid 
change of contact with the body 
causes a sensation of coldness by 
evaporation, This sensation may be 
caused by rapid contact of warm air 
with the body as well as by the rapid 
contact of cold air. The use of a fan 
in warm weather brings relief not by 
cooling the air, but by setting it in 
motion and bringing rapidly changing 
masses of it in contact with the hu- 
man body.

THE EXPRESS, EMPRESS 
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Many Eskimos Died 
From Starvation 


Caribou Failed and Fish Were Diffi- 
cult to Get 


Prince Albert.—Famine stalked last 
winter among the Eskimos of Ches- 
terfield Inlet, Hudson Bay, according 
to word just received from Father 
Turquetil, O.M.1., and the mission at 
Chesterfield is much worried for lack 
of news of many of the Eskimos who 
formerly visited the station, The cari- 
bou have failed and there is no fish, 
writes Father Turquetil in a letter to 
friends in Prince Albert. Father Tur- 
quetil is the French priest who, about 
cight years ago, sent the report that 
the remains of Andfe’s balloon had 
been found and set the world agog 
with the news. He is at present at 
Chesterfield Inlet with Father Piegot 
studying the Eskimo language and 
carrying on the work of his mission. 
The first inkling that hunger and want 
were approaching came last Novem- 
ber when a famished Eskimo, trying 
to reach the mission, fell in a faint 
onthe ice of the lake near. It was 
not until the following day that he 
became conscious, when he gave word 
of his old squaw, whom the mi§sion- 
aries finally discovered under the re- 
mains of an old tent torn by the wind.

When a 
snowfall came no one could venture 
out; and death stared them in the 
face. Last year forty or sixty Eski- 
mos perished in this way. A short 
time ago the missionaries heard of 
one family where five children died 
of hunger,

Talk Of Teuton Exodus 


5,000,000 Will Leave Germany to Es- 
cape War Burdens 

New York.—Karl H. Von Wiegand, 
the Berlin correspondent of the Sun, 
cables in part: Convinced that peace 
will limit industry, create a great 
army of unemployed, and lesson the 
chances of the ambitious to achieve a 
career or attain independence in life, 
preliminary preparations are being 
made for emigration by hundreds of 
thotis®nds of Germans. 


The movement is taking active 
shape through organizations which 
are being formed and_ systematic 


plans are being worked out in a char- 
acteristic methodical way, The gov- 
ernment, realizing the crippled indus- 
tries, limited raw materials, the ab- 
sence of an army and navy and of a 
mercantile marine, will leave perhaps 
several ‘thillions of men upon its 
hands for whom it will be difficult, if 
not impossible to provide a means of 


livelihood, is more or less openly en- 
couraging the idea of a wholesale ex- 
odus. It has added a new department 
to the Ministry af the Interior called 
the National Emigration Office, which 
has been placed in charge of Privy 
Councillor Junck. It was establish- 
ed to give infotmation and all pos- 
sible assistance and advise German 
emigrants, but especially to keep track 
of the streams of Germans who are 
expected to leave Germany, 

The number of persons who will 
leave or will be “shoved off” with the 
| assistance of the government is esti- 
mated conservatively at 5,000,000, 

The main streams of German emi- 
gration will be directed toward South 
America; that much already is evi- 
dent. Intended emigrants are warned 
strongly against the United States in 
the general belief that Germans are 
not wanted there. Reports have been 
published here that the American la- 
bor: unions “re creating a general 
anti-forcign feeling in that country. 

An Argentina immigration bureau 
has been established in Berlin. Among 
other inducements, the Argentine 
government pays part of the immi- 
grant’s expenses, including railway 
fare to destination after arrival at 
Buenos Ayres, and ten days’ food 
and lodging. 

Southern Brazil is a second favyor- 
ite, followed by Mexico and Chile, 
The first 509 Germans are scheduled 
to arrive in Mexico in September, A 
propaganda for Paraguay also has 
been commenced,

Britain Planning — 
Air Supremacy 


Government Subsidies Urged By 
Committee of Civil Investors 

London.—Great Britain is actively 
engaged in laying the foundation of a 
wortd-wide acrial supremacy as com- 
plete as was her maritime supremacy 
prior to the war. Her plans to ach- 
icve this important object were start- 
ed cyen before this country entered 
the war. 

Moreover, she is completely con- 
vinced that acrial transportation will 
revolutionize her widespread empire 
and firmly weld it together by the} 
speed, that is the chief attribute of 
aircraft. 

Realizing the importance aeronau- 
tics would play in the economic de- 
velopment of the world in general, 
and the reconstruction period after 
the war in perticular, the British 
Government appointed the Civil 
Aerial Transport Committee May 22, 
1917, to “consider and report to the 
Air Ministry with regard to: 

“(1) The steps which should be 
taken with a view to the development 
and regulation after the war of avia- 
tion for civil and commercial purposes 
from a domestic, imperial and an in- 
ternational standpoint. 

“(2) The extent to which it will be 
possible to utilize for the above pur- 
pose the ‘trained personnel and the 
aifcraft which the conclusion of 
peace may leave surplus to the re- 
quirements of the naval and military 
services of the United Kingdom and} 
overseas dominions.” 

The report lays down the possibil- 
ity of commercial air routes through- 
out British dominions, but says in 
connection ‘therewith: 

“We recognize, however, that milit- 
aty considerations must override all 
others.” 

"By far the most remarkable portion 
of the report is the reservation made 
by’ Frank Pick, one of the members 
of the committee, when signing it.| 
In it Mr. Pick says: ,

“The many practical advantages 
which the airship possesses for com- 
mercial purposes are not, perhaps, al- 
ways appreciated. ; 

“Present day airships, which in no 
way approach the limit of size, have 
a disposable lift of more than thirty 
tons, which enables them to embark 
on long flights without the necessity 
of descending for replenishment of 
fucl. 

“There is no reasén why an airship 
should not be fitted with engines as 
silent as those of a motor car. Sleep- 
ing accommodations can, in any case, 
be provided well away from the power 
plant, and there is complete absence 
of such noises as the singing of wires 
which would detract from the comfort 
of passengers in an airplane, 

“The power plant can be readily 
split up into as many tnits as de- 
sired, and failure in the power plant 
does not involve immediate descent, 
while running repairs can easily be 
effected in the air, 

“Even with landing grounds only 
ten miles apart, an airplane would be 
compelled to fly at a minimum height 
of about 3,000 feet, whereas an airship 
can, cruise safely a few hundred feet 
above the ground, which considerably 
enhances the pleasure of the passen- 
gers by affording them an opportunity 
of enjoying the scenery.” 


Market For Canada’s Flax 


Great Opportunity for Exporters in 
This Country 

Montreal.—If Canada has the flax, 
then there is a splendid market open 
to her in the United Kingdom. That 
was the opinion expressed in Mon- 
treal by Mr. John Rae, of an old- 
established firm in London, who has 
visited many Canadian centres in 
order to ascertain the supplies of flax 
available for export from the Domin- 
ion. Before the war, Mr, Rae point- 
ed out, Great Britain secured the bulk 
of her flax from Russia, Halland and 
Belgium. At one stroke Russia is out 
of the market, while the supplics from 
Holland and Belgium are very limit- 
ed, hence the British trades have cast 
their eyes toward Canada in the hope 
of finding a source of supply here. Mr. 
Rae’ pointed out that if Canada coutd 
compete with foreign countries, he did 
not see why she did not make a bid 
for that market and thus establish an- 
other export connection. This was 
the opportunity for Canada to develop 
this market while the other sources 
of supply are unable to continue un- 
der the abnormal conditions, With 
proper handling and a good quan- 
tity of flax, there was a_great oppor- 
tunity for exporters in this country, 
To handle the flax from the sowing 
to the finished product he did not 
think was advisable in Canada at the 
present time, 


World’s Stormiest Place 


Is Said to Be 


Westernmost Point In 
Alaska 

‘The stormicst place in-all the world 
is said to be Cape Prince of Wales, 
which is the westermost point in Al- 
aska, It is marked by a considerable 
mountain 2,210 feet high, and fierce 
winds blow there perpetually, Storms 
from the Arctice Ocean assail this in- 
hospitable region all the year round. 

On the south side of the mountain 
are Eskimo dwellings—“igloes” dug 
underground and walled and roofed 
with timbers, No trees grow in that 
region, but the natives of far north- 
ern Alaska have always a plentiful 
supply of driftwood, carried from the 
Yukon river by an ocean current that 
skirts the coast, The underground 
igloes (constructed to escape the 
storm and wind) are so built as to 
form connecting rooms, with commu- 
nicating doors that are mere holes 
through which the occupants are ob- 
liged to crawl on hands and knees, 
The only ventilation is afforded by 
the vertebra of a whale (which serves 
as an air tube), thrust up through the

One of the Bravest Things History 
Had to Show 

London, England.—Presiding at the 
annual meeting of the Church of Eng- 
land Temperance Society at Lambeth 
Palace, the Archbishop of Canterbury 
described the drink prohibition in 
America as one of the most rémark- 
able episodes in the whole history of 
social reform, “Our American broth- 
ers,” he said, “always do things on an 
exceptional scale. There are never 
any half measures or any doubt about 
what they mean,” 

His Grace said that he had found 
the strongest difference of opinion 
amongst Americans as to what would 
happen during” the next year. If 
everything went as it was supposed 
to go, America would be dry from 
ocean to ocean, How far facts would 
correspond with theory, and practice 
janswer to law, they could not say, 
and he did not think it was wise to 
|dogmatize as to what would be the 
result of prohibition. None of them, 
however, would be in any doubt as to 
the thankful recognition they would 
give to what was one of the bravest 
jiilngs histary had to show—of a na- 
tion grappling with a nation’s peril, 
[In England the best general public 
[opinion had supported the restrictive 
policy which had been in force even 
{where it had been most severely ap- 
plied, Where restrictions were
